Does his cx-wife gel these monies? 

Maybe. The general rule is that the mere fact of 
divorce does not affect the right of the named beneficiary 
(cx-wife) to the policy or account proceeds. 

An exception to Ihe general rule: if the divorce 
decree specifically divests the ex-spouse of any right in 
these assets the ex-spouse wil[ not be allowed lo claim 
the monies. 

Tip: Review your beneficiary dauses periodically. 
Make sure they're current. Divorce, remarriage, death of 
a beneficiary, or a reversal of economic fortune can 
make it wise to change beneficiary provisions.
